REQUEST FOR RECONSIDERATION/OTHER 

1 1 . |3 The request for reconsideration has been considered but does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: 

Regarding the argument in the first paragraph of the remarks on page 4. Figures 8A and 8B do show a "stacked relation" and 
since the structure is at different levels, connected by vias. there is defined a stacked structure, as is clearly shown in Fig. 8B. 
Additionally, with reference to the argument in the second and third paragraphs on page 4 of the remarks, the patentee 
specifically defines the dielecteric 40 as multilavered. See column 7. lines 26-27 and 43-46. Such a characterization 
constitutes a plurality of layers, as claimed herein. The definition of "the at least one buried layer of a multilayer PCB" is as 
defined by Holshouser et al. in col. 7. lines 43-46. as it is clear that the layers are between the the spaced-apart layers of the 
multi-layered dielectric member 40. Regarding the argument in the paragraph bridging pages 4 and 5 of the remarks, as to 
Claims 3 and 4. the PCB is definitely considered apertured because vias form apertures through the multi-layered structure. 
Since all structure claimed is shown in the prior art, the rejections stand.
